Apart from wines for serving at the 
table, a considerable amount of brandy,

HANDLE WITH CARE 


Wine merchants supply lists which help 
considerably in the compiling of household 
orders. On the delivery of the wines it 
is essential that they should be carefully 
unpacked and stored lying on their sides 
in a place where the temperature will not 
vary. 

Connoisseurs will insist on this careful 
handling, even if the wines should be 
required next gay. 

Clarets and burgundies should be taken 
out of their storing place a few hours 
before they are required for use and may 
be left in a warm room for a few hours.

Some Hints About Buying and Cooking 


September for six months; the turkey 

purchased for the Christmas dinner is 
a thing apart. .It is essential that the “ high 
spot ” in family gatherings should be catered 
for with the utmost care. 

The poulterer can help the purchaser with 
advice from his experience; but before visit- 
ing his store the housewife must make sure 
just what kind of fowl will suit her require- 
ments. 

Modern houses and flats very often con- 
tain ranges and stoves with small-sized ovens 
in which it would be impossible to roast a 
very large fowl. ‘Thtre are two ways out 
of this difficulty of limited space. The most 
obvious is to buy a small-sized turkey. 


BONED TURKEY 


But if the dinner party is to be large, this 
is not practical, The next best thing is to 
purchase a large turkey and ave it boned. 


A LTHOUGH turkeys are in season from 


Boning is a difficult business for the in- 
experienced, and should, therefore, be left to 
the poulterer. 

In this state the boneless fowl will take 
up less room and will be solid meat for the 
carver. Great care will be necessary in the 
roasting to prevent the skin from breaking. 

Since this is the age of ‘‘ kitchenettes,’ 
another space-saving hint may be valuable. 
Squares of parchment to wrap around ham 
are sold for a few pence. 

These squares can be used over and over 
again, and by their use it is possible to cook 
ham. deliciously in the same saucepan with 
other meats, or vegetables, with no dis- 
colouration. All the juices remain in the 
parchment, and can later be added to soups 
or gravies. 


Another space-saving method is to roll 
sausages, from which the skin has been 
removed, in very thin strips of raw bacon or 
ham: Run the rolls along a skewer, and bake 
with the turkey for twenty minutes. Remove 
skewer, and serve on dish with turkey. . 

If space is not limited, a ham can be given 
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a cooking vessel of its own. If the skin of 
the ham is smooth, the smell sweet, and if the 
flesh adheres firmly to the bone, that ham is 
good, 

Most hams reguire a few hours' soaking, 
either in cold or lukewarm water, and very 
gentle simmering for about twenty-five 
minutes to the pound. When done, remove 
the skin and keep it in the larder to use as 
a cover for the ham that is ‘‘ left over.” 

Before service a ham should be sprinkled 
with breadcrumbs, and a frill of paper rolled 
around the knuckle. 


MAKING A CHOICE 


When choosing turkeys without reliable 
help, remember that the hen turkey is con- 
sidered best. The legs should be black and 
smooth, the eyes bright and the feet supple. 
These, in turkey land, are signs of youth. 

The length of the spur of the cock turkey 
will show his age.

If they are kept in a very cold 
place, they should be brought into the warm 
kitchen for some hours before being prepared 
for the oven.

REPORT FOR NOVEMBER 


The Irish Rainfall Association's report for 
November, 1934, is as follows :— 

““ As a whole this was a ceaeteeely dry 
month, but dull and damp, with a good deal 
of mist and drizzle, although little heavy 
rain. It was mild, and towards the end 
unusually warm; but commenced with snow 
lying on mountain ranges. There was much 
fog and heavy dew, while sunshine was very 
deficient, only about 50 hours being recorded 
in Co. Cork. Rain was very erratic, but Bag 
ally the driest districts were between Dublin 
and Belfast, and in the South, the wettest 
being Co. Wicklow and South Dublin. The 
highest total was, as usual, in Co. Mayo, and 
the lowest in Co. Armagh, whilein the South 
Co. pr Apes. had the lowest. The heaviest 
daily fall was 1.71 ins. on the Sth at Rath- 
new, Co. Wicklow. Shade temperature 
varied from 56 degrees at Dublin to 28 
degrees at Cashel.

In allocating the relief 
grant all factors were taken into comsidera- 
tion, and the largest possible amount had 
been assigned. 

Mr. DOYLE asked was the Parliamentary 
Secretary not aware of the increase in unem- 
ployment in Dublin due largely to people 
coming into the city in search of work, and 
did he consider £16,000 a sufficient rant in 
view of the size of the grant given in previous 
ears. 

Mr. FLINN said that there was no increase 
in unemployment, but, there was an increase 
in the registration of those willing to take 
employment, The actual increase of regis- 
tration in Dublin was only about 18 per cent. 
The £16,000 was not the total grant to 
the City of Dublin. £3,000 was being spent 
on a Board of Works grant in St, Stephen’s 
Green, and a grant of £2,000 had been mads 
to the Port and Docks Board as part of the 
expenditure of £8,900 on relief works.

‘All past records have been broken at the 
manuscript department of the National 
Institute for the Blind during the present 
university term. Never before has the de- 
partment been called upon to supply so many 
Braille books to blind students. 

The department exists to provide a 
manuscript copy of any text boos required 
for examimation purposes—a task that is per- 
formed by seeing volunteers. Among these 
are retired admirals, generals, Church dignt- 
taries, and university dons; for a high 
standard of intelligence is needed to Braille 
technical works in @ way that allows them 
to be understood by a finger reader, Ever 
since the beginning of term, the volunteers 


been working at high pressure so as 
not to disappoint the blind students con- 
cerned. Urgently-needéd books have included 
works in Greek, Latin, Anglo-Saxon, Old 
High German, and other ancient languages, 
and dealing with theology, law, philology, 
science, and mathematics. i 
The many books already transcribed this 
term include such literature as “ St. 
Athanasius on the Incarnation,” the 
“Chanson de Roland,” in old French, and 
the writings of Walther von Vogelweide, in 
Old High German. ‘To meet the increasin 
demand for Braille text books, the Nation 
Institute would weleome any well-educated 
persons willing to devote themselves to the 
work, which requires concentration and high 
intelligence. Free training is provided.

HOW TO CARE . 
THEM

_ Of the hundreds of thousands of goldfish 
i. an into England each year from Italy 
and elsewhere not five per cent. survive, This 
is the opinion of Mr. E. G. Boulanger, the 
distinguished scientist, whose Aquarium at 
the London Zoo is known all over the world. 

“It is nothing more than ignorance,”’ he 
said in a recent interview, ‘‘ which is re- 
sponsible for so serious a mortality. I like 
the notion of the Pets Exhibition at Olympia, 
if only because it may provide an opportunity 
for dispelling so much ignorance with regard 
to the most interesting and educative of all 
possible hobbies. ‘There. are thousands of 
people who would like to keep pets, but do 
not, because they feel that their knowledge 
of animals is so limited. There is 
much for them to learn at a Show 
which includes every type of pet: But keep- 
ing wild animals as pets does not call for a 
great deal of technical knowledge. Common- 
sense is the principal qualification, And the 
little skill and knowledge needed is worth 
acquiring ; for the care of animals appeals to 
much that is best in human nature.’ 


MUCH TO LEARN 


** Furthermore,” said Mr. . Boulanger, 
‘there is so much for those who hawe. kept 
a for years to learn from, experts and 
rom fellow-enthusiasts. You would think, 
for example, that the care of goldfish was a 
simple matter. Anybody, you would say, 
knows how to keep goldfish. But what are 
the facts? Goldfish simply cannot stand 
sudden. changes of temperature, which give 
them fungus and other fatal diseases. When 
people change the water in a bowl of gold- 
fish, they do so in a room where the tempera- 
ture is probably about 60 degrees, Then 
they refill the bowl with water from the 
tap, at a temperature of 45 degrees, 
or at the most 50 degrees. The immediate 
result. to the fish is congestion of the gills, 
from which they die. Just a little thought, 
and people who keep goldfish should take 
care, when changing the water, to keep it at 
an even temperature. @hen, again, the usual 
goldfish bowl itself is not the best shape. 
The narrow neck does not allow sufficient flow 
of air which the fish requires, just as much 
as human beings. What is wanted is the 
wide neck of the square-built aquarium. 


FISH EASY TO KEEP 


‘Fish of many kinds are so easy to keep, 
if you study their nature and habits. And 
they repay the study with the gharm and 
interest of watching them. The oe 
habits of the little gaily-coloured tropica 
fish which are now quite a craze are remark- 
ably interesting. They provide a useful 
domestic hint, too. For in many cases it is the 
male whe looks after the eggs, builds the nest, 
and transfers the young family to warmth 
and safety. What could be more attractive 
than to watch the Paradise Fish or the 
Chinese Fighting Fish construct their lovely 
little nests of bubbles on the surface of the 
water. And what of the Mouth breeder, 
the female of which, after laying her 50 
eggs, takes them into her mouth and keeps 
them there a fortnight until they are ready 
for hatching. During that time she takes no 
food herself—a wonderful example of 
motherly devotion. | 


THE STICELE BACK 


“The stickleback, frequenter of ponds and 
ditchstreams, can so easily caught and 
kept in a small home-made aquarium. And 
there you may watch the male, in the 
breeding season, grow that fine scarlet waist- 
coat of his, and sally forth, when it is ready, 
to find and carry off his wives to the barrel- 
shaped nest of reeds and twigs which he 
makes for them. It is not difficult to con- 
struct a delightful marine aquarium at home, 
with a rock-pool of aerated sea-water, and 
all kinds of beautiful little sea creatures to 
adorn it. Once you get your sea-water you 
can keep it fresh for a long period by 
mechanical aeration if you only take the

prejudice .of man against the snake is not 


| really natural. A baby does not fear a snake. 


Nor does a baby monkey if taken away from 
its patents at an early age. Adult monkeys 
are even more terrified of snakes than human 
beings are. The apes and monkeys are the 
only animals which share the human being’s 
abborrence of snakes, but it is an abhorrence 
taught to them. Experiments have shown that, 
although the mother monkey undoubtedly 
teaches her little ones to fear snakes, if a baby 
monkey is taken from its mother and brought 
up with snakes before it has time to receive 
the lesson .of fear, it will be unafraid 
of them. The human fear of snakes 
was appreciated by the parson who 
once wrote to me asking for the loan 
of a harmless snake, so that he might show 
his congregation the animal responsible for 
original sin! I am afraid I did not comply 
with his request. Apart from the venomous 
snakes, and the big constrictors, serpents, 
make clean, harmless and. attractive pets. 
They do not perform tricks, or answer to 
their names, but is that the test of a pet? I 
think not. In the country you can keep 
grass snakes, smooth snakes, and such Con- 
tinental varieties as the leopard snake and 
the four-line snake, with met comfort 
and safety. I do not say that you should 
follow the example of a certain countess who 
used to have a cage of snakes as a centre- 
piece for her dinner table, and expected her 
guests to like it as much as she did. That 
would be going, too far, But keep snakes 
as pets, by means. And frogs, too. 
As for the much-maligned toad, he 
is neither ugly nor venomous, in spite 
of Shakespeare. The toad is a charm- 
ing and intelligent beast—far more intelligent 
than a frog and many birds. I once had 
a toad called Emily, who lived with me for 
13 .years, and I am quite sure recognised 
and answered to her name, hat could be 
more attractive, among the reptilian 
animals, than the Mexican axolotl, the Peter 
Pan of the animal world? Here is the most 
fascinating case possible of retarded develop- 
ment. The axolotl has enormous external 
gills, large fins, and no eyelids. But give 
him just one single meal of thyroid gland 
and he loses gills and fins, develops eyelids, 
and walks out on land, never to return to 
the water. Is not such a creature worth 
watching and caring for? 


THE CHARM OF BIRDS 


“ Birds, of course, are most fascinating, 
and it is sheer nonsense to say that they 
hate captivity. No doubt, some birds we 
keep in cages may do so. But most of 
them live far longer and more happily in 
their cages than they would ever do outside. 
Indeed, there are many birds which will not 
nest at all in large aviaries, bu} only in 
fairly small cages.’ It must be remembered 
that the jungle is not as pleasant 
a me for its denizens as some sentimental 
folk may imagine. A wild lion in the jungle 
never lives more than ten years. <A lion of 
25 in captivity, however, is still a magnifi- 
cent beast, beautiful, strong and well-kept. 
In South Africa, where the lion has his home, 
they seldom take lions from the bush for 
their zoos, but often send over here for lions 
bred in captivity, which are much more 
splendid specimens. The domestic animals 
apart, it is very difficult to keep any of the 
mammals as pets, with just a few exceptions. 
Bears look attractive enough, but they are 
dangerous in temper and most destructive. 
Monkeys are destructive, too, and, in 
addition, dirtier even than dcgs, and quite 
unteachable. This is not the case with apes, 
which are, of course, the most intelligent of 
animals, and very fascinating. But as soon 
as they have passed out of babyhood they 
are no longer reliable, and it is not safe to 
keep them as pets. : 


WILD MAMMALS 


“Wild mammals which can be kept, and 
are well worth any amount of trouble, are 
the bush baby, the jerboa, the jerbill and 
the kinkajou. “The first of these comes 
from West Africa, and his other name is 
the galago. He is a small, fluffy, nocturnal 
creature, about 8 inches high, a kind of 
lemur with large soulful eyes. He sleeps 
the most of the day and wakes up in the 
evenings, just when his master comes back 
from work, and is then most entertaining to

| watch, though his tricks are natural and 
cannot be taught. The bush baby breeds 
quite well in captivity, he is most destruc- 
tive, and his food, being fruit, is easy to 
provide. Then there is the jerboa, the 
‘ rat-on-stilts,’ a fine long-jumper. You can 
keep him by day in a small box with a 
hay bed, and he can be let out at night 


with perfect safety to the furniture. He 
eats grain, carrots, and much the 
same food as any other rat, and 


is a bright, active little chap. The jerbill is 
even smaller, not any bigger than a mouse, 
in fact, though the fluffy fur makes him look 

igger. He is a mouse, but doesn’t smell 
like one. In fact, he doesn’t smell at all. 
Nor is there any other unpleasant thing about 
him. The biggest of the wild mammals suit- 
able as a pet for the home is rather more 


of the racoon family, with a lovely rounded 
head, large eyes, and a long prehensile tail.

Ghe Sands of Rosapenna 


I suppose it would be difficult to assess 
the amount of damage which has been 
done from time to time around the coast 
of Ireiand by loose sand shifted by the 
wind. Perhaps, the best-known example 
is Bannow, in Wexford, where a whole 
village was gradually buried ; but another, 
whica took place much more rapidly, at 
Rosapenna, in Co, Donegal, is almost as 
yemarkable. The Castle.of Rosapenna was 
built in the eighteenth century by the Earl 
of Boyne, who deemed himself fortunate 
in having his estate at one of the finest 
seaside resorts in-Ireland. The mansion 
was surrounded by fine walled gardens, 
parks avenues, cultivated hedges—in short, 
every feature of a nobleman’s residence of 
that period. It was at its best about the 
vear 1770, but fifty years later, where 
castle and demesne had been, there was 
nothing but a waste of undulating sand- 
hills. On the last occasion on which I 
visited Rosapenna I asked an old resident, 
who had told me the story and pointed out 
the location of the castle, what caused the 
sand to shift with such rapidity. He 
replied in one word: ““Rabbits.” These 
animals, it appears, were allowed to 
increase out of all proportion, with the 
result that in burrowing they completely 
destroyed the roots of the bent on the ad- 
joining sand-h'lls. When the bent decayed 
there was nothing to hold the sand, which 
blew in the direction of the prevailing 
winds.

VALUE OF JERSEY 
MILK 


RICHNESS ‘IN VITAMIN

An informal talk on ‘‘ Jersey 
given by Mr. E. J. Sheehy, of the Albert 
Agricultural College, Dublin, in Bewley’s 
Oriental Cafe, Grafton street, Dublin, yester- 
day, under the auspices of the Jersey Cattle 
duciety of Ireland, : 

Having pointed out that milk was a perfect 
food and 100 per cent. digestible,’ if 
properly fed, Mr. Sheehy said that: if the 
vitamins were taken from milk they would 
have a young animal with all sorts of 
derangements. 

As compared with ordinary milk, he said 
that Jersey milk was one and a half times 
as rich in fat as that “oí most other breeds. 
it also contained a high content of vitamin 
‘ A,” which prevented infection of the body, 
aud was present in milk in association with 
iat in milk. 


In view of the connection between milk 
fat and vitamin “A” it was interesting to 
note whether the feeding of cows had. any- 


thing to do with it. It had, said Mr. Sheehy; 
an indirect rélationship. Foods, such as grass, 
green Íorage of any kind, and well-made hay, 
all had vitdmin ‘*A” in abundance. Most 
concentrated foods had little or none of it. 

Richness in the colour of milk had nothing 
whatever to do with its vitamin '“Á”' content, 
and should not be considered when comparing 
Jersey with other milk, but it was important 
as showing up the creamline. 

In regard to feeding, Mr. Sheehy said that 
there was more food: in a pint of Jersey milk 
than in any other milk. Consequently a suit- 
able quantity. of productive food must be pro- 
vided, although the maintenance ration was 
smaller than.íor Shorthorns. 

It was, he added, a:mistake to allow one 
milking period to run into another, That 
caused a deficiency of minerals in the system, 
a condition that could be avoided by provid- 
ing a dry period for the cow. Any survlus 
Jerseys, he said, should be fattened off as 
vea!, or as soon as possible, as aged s.. lus 
Jerseys could not be properly finished, and 
were no credit to the breed.

Next year’s Royal Dublin Socigty’s Spring 
Show will last for five days instead of four, 
as has been the case. his decision was 
reached at ~yesterday’s meeting of the 
Society’s Committee of Agriculture, when a 
letter from the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce was read drawing attention to the 
uniqus opportunity which the Society was 
providing for making a comprehensive dis- 
play of the Free State’s industrial progress 
in recent years. 

The Show will, therefore, open on Tuesday, 
May 7, and extend until Saturday, May 11. 

Mr. B. T. O'Reilly and Vice-Admiral 
Craig Waller were re-elected Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman, respectively, of the Agricul- 
tural Committee for the ensuing season. 

The business before the Committee included 
consideration’ of the list of prizes for the 
Spring Show, and it was agreed that the 
existing classification of entries should be re- 
tained, subject to the amalgamation of 
classes. in which there were not sufficient 
entries. 

The class for Kerry cows was altered, on 
the suggestion of the Kerry Cattle Society, 
so that the class íor Kerries in milk will 
now be confined to animals’ entered in the 
Registers of the Free State Department of 
Agriculture and the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Northern Ireland; the milk record and regis- 
tration number to be given with the entry 
form. The two-year-old and yearling heifer 
Kerry class will be confined to the*recognised 
progeny of Kerries so registered, and the 
same rule applies to the entry form. A 
special class will be re-introduced for Kerries 
with the best recorded official yields in lacta- 
tion period concluded before the date of 
entry, and will be confined to animals entered 
in the ordinary classes. “The vield of butter 
fat will. be taken into consideration; the 
prizes for the class will be £8, £5 and £2, 
and the entry fee 10s. for each animal.

THE CATTLE PROBLEM 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—The results of the various Fat Stock 
Shows are app and instructive, 
especially to the small farmer, as to the 
working of the new meat prices regulations, 
which were ostensibly brought into force to 
benefit farmers, large and small. 

The actual result has been that the small 
farmer, who turns out, for the most part. 
smaller types of early beef, and who was 
looking forward to being able to cash them 
and pay his rates and annuities, has found 
that he has been debarred from selling at all. 

The butchers’ licence of £1 per head has 
put ls. 6d. per live cwt. on cattle of 15 cwt., 
and has put 2s. per cwt. on those bth gear 
10 cwt. Naturally the home butcher wil 
not look at the smaller cattle until the 
supplies of heavy cattle have been exhausted. 
— may occur somewhere about next 
Apru. 

For the past twenty years or so it has been 
drummed into the beet-raisers that the only 
economic beast was the early maturity class, 
especially in the case of the small farmer, and 
bulls were imported for this purpose. Now 
the produce of this policy is unmarketable. 
Take Navan Show as an instance: 

PRE Se Eee rope . 1,102 

Heavies, 352; lighter, 750) 
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(Heavies, 176, about; light, 194) 
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Entries for Navan came from, roughly, 
within @ radius of ten miles of the town, so 
that in this one district alone some 200 or 


300 small farmers took their entries home 


unsold, and without a hope of agen Regge 
while the minimum price remains at 22s. per 
cwt. It must be remembered that this price 
of 22s. per cwt. means 24s. per cwt. to the 
butcher—that is, on a 10 cwt. beast—and 34s, 
per cwt. to the cross-Channel buyer. 

The small farmer, except in one or two 


cases, cannot afford to produce the big 15 


cwt. beast for several reasons :'— 

(a) He cannot afford to keep a beast from 
calf to beef with at least three years grass 
and two years haying; 

(b) He cannot afford the cost of stores to 
turn into 13 cwt. beef; 

(c) He has neither sufficient cash nor credit 
to spend on the heavy cost of finishing these 
- cattie. 

hey have cattle which did well enough 
at grass, and which they have fed to nice, 
handy butchers’ cattle with extra hay and a 
hittle hand-feeding: beasts they could have 
found a market for at from 16s. to 19s., and

Towards 
these we have received in 1934 only twelve 
sets, soma unworkable and unrepairable.

Many of these poor creatures are obviously 
unfit for an kind of work, and often 
too emaciated on account of age and in- 
ability to eat their food properly. 

Numbers are sold at fairs, outside as well 


as locally. There seems to be no way of 
preventi this. We do our best in the 
matter o 


removing decrepit animals, but 
find that our funds for this purpose are 
getting very low, an] so we should be most 
grateful for help. 

In some cases it is possible to obtain a 
Justice’s order for destruction, but this can 
enly be done by prosecuting the owner, who 
is frequently a very poor man whose only 
neans of livelihood is this decrepit animal, 
literally ‘‘ dving on its legs.” 

We consider, therefore, that it is more 
humane (in every way) to obtain the animal 
by offering some small sum for it, and so 
prevent further suffering on the part of the 
poor worn-out old creature we vrurchase for 
painless destruction.

EXPENSES UNDER THE BILL 


a tam 


The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. Sean 
MacEntee) moved a money resolution to 
cover expenses connected with the Citizen- 
ship Bill. The expenses under the bill would 
not be very much. They would be incurred 
principally in printing, registers, etc. 

Mr. 0. G. ESMONDE (U.I1., Wexford) said 
that he believed that the expenditure under 
the bill would run into half a millon yearly 
in a few years’ time. It seemed to be the 
intention of the Government, as far as they 
could, to deprive the citizens of this State 
of their dual citizenship of the Common- 
wealth. Citizens in future would be unable 
to call on the Consuls ot the British Common. 
wealth in different parts of the world. Con- 
‘sequeutly it would be necessary to establish 
a widespread Consular service throughout the 
world to deal with their requirements, both 
in regard to the bill and to the ordinary 
notwrial functions of issuing visas and pass- 
ports. 

The resolution was agreed to. 

On the Committee stage of the Citizenship 
sill (1934), Mr ESMONDE asked if it was 
the intention of the Government to establish 
offices for High Commissioners Im such 
countmes of Canada, Australia, South Africa 


aud New Zealand. The main bulk of the 
Trish overseas, outside the United States, 
were In these- countries, and if it were not 


the intention cf the Government to establish 
sach offices the Irish people in these countries 
would be placed at a disadvantage as com- 
pared with the Irish in other countries where 
consular services existed. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that such represen- 
tation was provided for in the bill. 


ALTERING A SECTION 

Mr. DE VALERA then moved the insertion 
of w néw sub-section, providing that a person 
born outside Saorstat hireann on or after 
the passing of the Act, whose father was a 
tiatural born citizen of Saorstat Eireann (born 
outside the country, or a naturalised citizen 
of Saorstat Eireann, not employed in the 
service of the Government), should not be 
a. natural born citizen of the Saorstat unless 
registered as such in the foreign births’ entry 
book within two years after the birth. 

The purpose of the amendment, said Mr. 
de Valera, was to take away an implication 
that seemed to be in the section as at stood. 
It would appear from the section that a 

person. could be a natural born citizen before 

«the, passage of “thé bill. “The bill created 
‘natural born citizenship in the State for the 
first time, and they were altering the section 
so as to agree with that fact. 

Mr. MaeDERMOT (U.1., Roscommon) 
asked if there was not more in the amend- 
ment than that. Did it not substantially 
change the position of a certain class of 
children born since December, 1922, but 
before the passing of this Act. In the section 

‘as it originally stood that class was included, 
but it was now not in the section at all. 

Mr. DE VALERA said that there was a 
material change in the amendment as it 
stood. but not on the point that the deputy 
raised. In the bill as it stood there were 
citizens and natural born citizens, and it 
would appear that the natural born were put 
“in a worse position than the citizens under 
Article 3. What the proposed new section 
did was to put the naturalised citizen in a 
worse position, so to speak, than the natural 
born «itizen, or a citizen. under Article ó. 


DEGREES OF CITIZENSHIP 


Mr. ‘McGILLIGAN (U.1., National Univer- 
sitv) asked what it was intended to achieve 
rnder the bill. Would there be, after its 
passage. three degrees of citizenship—natural 
horn. citizens who became such under Article 
3 and naturalised citizens—and would they 
be so called? 

Vr. DE VALERA “said that the three 
classes mentioned would undoubtedly exist. 
They would all be referred to under the 
common title of ‘“‘citizen’’ and would all 
wave the same siathis. 

: Mr. McGILLIGAN said that they had 
citizens under Article 3, some of whom never 
had anything to do with the country, except 
for seven vears’ residence, and some who were 
horn in Ireland, and hag both or one parent 
born in Ireland.

NATURAL BORN CITIZENS 

There were three classes of natural born 
citizens. There were first of all those who 
were born in the country; then those who 
were born outside Saorstat Eireann of Irish 
fathers who were themselves born in Saor- 
stat Eireann, and there was the third group 
—those who were born outside the country 
É a father who was himself born in the 

rritory, and the children of such a father 
had to be registered. 

On the question as to whether nationality 
should descend through the father and 
mother; they had decided that it would be 
a better principle that nationality should 
descend through the father. There had not 
been any transmission of nationality by 
Article 3 of the Constitution. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that there was an 
acceptance of it. 

Mr. DE VALERA went on to refer to the 
definition of the word “ domicile,’ and said 
that, while he was net prepared to give the 
strict legal meaning, it meant ordinarily 
resident on a certain date. That, he sub- 
mitted, was the basis of the citizenship im 
Article 3 of the Constitution, and it had no 
reference whatever to transmission of citizen- 
ship through either parent. Article 3 was 
mjsunderstood on that point. . It was a purely 
local citizenship, and the complications as to 
transmission through the second parent did 
not arise, Some deputies objected to dual 
nationality, but it was clear that still greater 
confusion would arise if nationality were 
trarismitted through both father and mother. 
From the point of view of the protection, it 
was desired to give to women in the matter 
the laws here were much better than in the

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I., National Univer-

If a 
Saorstat citizen married an alien wife she 
would have to get the permission of the 
Minister to come into the country, and obtain 
his certificate of naturalisation. This cer- 
tificate could be revoked at any time at the 
Minister's absolute discretion. It was an 
intolerable situation. The bill shoiJd not 
place in the way of wives residing 
with their husbands; it was introducing a 
complication which was unnecessary and un- 
desirable. 

Mr. DE VALERA said he could not accept 
the amendment, which cut across the prin- 
ciple of the bill, which was that marriage 
itself should not affect natiqnality, | The 
bill made it.easy for husband and wife to 
acquire a common nationality, but he thought 
the State ought to retain the power of giving 
nationality. The conditions under which a 
foreign woman coming to marry an Irishman 
could obtain nationality were set out, and 
were not onerous; in the same way, an [rish- 
woman who went abroad and married a 
foreigner was deemed to ave fost her 
nationality unless within a certain specitied 
pring she took positive action to retain 
rish nationalicy. There were also provi- 
sions whereby an Irishwoman abroad who 
ad married a foreigner and became a widow, 
could return to Irish nationality. The bill 
would avoid “ statelessness,’’ which was one 
of the evils which had ‘been ‘before the 
Hague Conference. Could the Deputy sug- 
gest any reason why @ Minister should wil. 
fully misuse the power of granting the cer- 
tificate of nationality ? 

Mr. GOOD—Why is the present principle 
altered, whereby a woman takes the 
nationality of her husband without further 
bother about it? 

Mr. DE VALERA—There is a great deal 
of bother about it, as a matter of fact. There 
is a question as to whether that law applies 
here or not. The only law we have here 
at the moment is Article 3. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said it. was rather an 
audacious thing that they should be asked to 
change the old concept with regard to 
husband and wife from the angle of 
nationality, when this matter had been de- 
bated and agitated upon for eight years in 
the Commonwealth, at.a special Hague Con- 
ference, and at the League of Nations. Many 
countries were vehemently opposed to the 
principle contained in the bill, which would 
only cause more confusion internationally. 

Mr. DE VALERA said no hardship would 
result from the principle adopted, whereas 
hardships were now imposed by the con- 
trary principle. A woman coming in was 
not. asked for any residence qualification if 
she married an Irish citizen. The Govern- 
ment was not standing in the way of family 
unity. A man coming in to marry an Irish- 
woman could acquire Irish nationality 
within a period of two years. 

The amendment was by leave withdrawn. 

President DE VALERA moved a further 
amendment, the purpose of which was to en- 
able those not born before December 6, 1922, 
to become naturalised citizens without aby 
residence qualification. 

The amendment was agreed to. 


WORK OF THE COURTS 

Referring to the Ministér’s absolute 
discretion in regard to the granting of certifi- 
cates of. naturalisation, 

Mr. DILLON said they should take this 
opportunity of vindicating the,.important 
principle that whenever ssible the 
sovereignity of the Courts should be acknow- 
ledged and their rights should be protected, 
There had been too much legislation taking 
away from the Courts functions that were 
proper to them. 

Mr. DE VALERA said he did not wish 
to give the Courts unnecessary work. He 
wanted to give the Courts as little work as 
possible. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that someone re- 
moved from the political arena should deal 
with the question of the desirability of a 
person who wished to become an Irish 
citizen, 

The section was passed by 58 votes to 45. 


DISTINGUISHED 
SERVICE 
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NEW FORM OF CITIZENSHIP 
Mr. DE VALERA introduced an amend- 


ment to provide for the conferring of Irish 


citizenship upon persons who had given dis- 
tinguished service to the State and were not 
otherwise given citizenship under the bill. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the proposal 
was reducing the citizenship of the country 
to the old-time J.P.—or something to be 
given out for services rendered. Had the 
Execative Council, he asked, any people in 
mind, He protested against the whole thing. 

Mr. MacDERMOT (UI. Roscommon) 
said that the suggestion was strictly com- 
parable with an order of merit. He asked 
would the conferred citizenship be held con- 
currently with other citizenship. He thought 
it a most unsuitable form of honour to pay 
to a distinguished citizen of any country. 
He was astounded that the Government 
should introduce such a section. 

President DE VALERA said that he 
saw nothing objectionable in the proposal. 
It was not an unusua! power for an Executive 
to have, and the Executive would be held 
responsible to the country for any action 
taken under it. 


MR. COSGRAVE’S VIEW 


Mr. COSGRAVE (UI., Cork City) said 
that he asked the Dail to visualise the giving 
of an honour to anyone and having the 
matter the subject of discussion throughout 
the country. If this prcposal had to be 
viewed with suspicion, it was due to the 


members of the present Executive, 
because they were particularly anxious 
during the time they were in Opposition 


to take away from the Executive Council 
then in office the respect of the public. 
They now wanted to get the respect that they 
had denied to others, and to get a matter 
of this sort considered as if there were no 
such things in the country as divisions of 
opinion. i i 

It war a verv nice commentary coming 
from that Executive. One would think that 
they were so democratic that they could not 
stand for such a proposal at all. if honours 
were to be conferred, this was not the method 
of doing it, and public discussion was not 
the accompaniment in connection with such 
presentations. The mere mention of. public 
discussions showed the suspicion in the minds 
of the Ministry that there would be. Ii 
was neither the time nor the place to insert 
such an amendment. 

President DE VALERA said that 
there was bound to be public expression 
and the Executive Council would have to 
satisfy themselves that any action taken was 
likely to commend itself to the people. That 
was the safeguard. It was the Opposition 
that had introduced the element of sugpicion, 
and had suggested that the section might be 
worked in the wrong manner. It was most 
desirable that there should be a power in 
the Executive Council to give honour to those 
who had rendered distinguished service to 
the country. . 

Mr. COSGRAVE reminded the Ministry 
that, im one of their publications twelve 
years ago, they had commented on the names 
nominatea to the first Senate, and had said 
that there was only one person alone worth 
the honour then conferred on him, Since 
then they had elected two of those persous 
themselves to the Senate, neither of whom 
was the person they mentioned as worthy 
of the honour. 


THE WRONG FORM OF HONOUR 
Mr. MoGILLIGAN said that immediately 
a man so honoured left the country the 
Minister could revoke his certificate, and

Norton and his Labour colleagues probably 
had their ears to the key-hole; but he 
pointed out that Ireland hardly would be 
a cuitable country in which to make the 
experiment that is being tried in the 
United States. The shortening of hours 
in the agricultural industry would be im- 
practicable, and, as at least half the 
working population of this country was 
comprised of agriculturalists, the benefits 
of the scheme—if any—could not be made 
to apply to everybody. The Minister, in 
his theoretical zeal for one of. Labour’s pet 
plans, made sympathetic mention of the 
project to remove altogether from industry 
all aged and infirm persons. The idea, 
of course, is that such persons should be 
iii by the State in order to give 
the younger and fitter men and women a 
chance to find remunerative work. Here, 
again, very fortunately, Ireland would be 
an unsuitable country in. which to make 
a start, as the volume of production would 
not be sufficiently great to justify such 
an ambitious programme.

Houses on Rock 


A useful start has been made towards 
the rehousing of the Saorstdt, 1n 1932 


housing in Dublin should be taken in hand 
at once, and, if possible, should be com- 
pleted in ten years. President de Valera’s 
Government accepted the proposal with 
eagerness, and extended it so as to 
embrace the entire Free State. The 
venture was divided into two stages, the 
first of which involved the building of a 
certain number of houses in three years, 
while the second stage, covering the 
remaining seven years, will complete the 
work. There is no doubt, as the Minister 
for Local Government revealed in a broad- 
cast talk last night, that the first stage 
will be accomplished in good time. 
Already 18,000 houses have been com- 
pleted, 14,000 are in course of construc- 
tion, and 6,000 are being reconstructed, so 
that the original programme for the first 
three years, which demanded the erection 
of 20,000 houses, not merely will be accom- 
plished, but will be surpassed. The work 
of slum clearance, Mr. O’Kelly explained, 
slow, but about 75 
per cent. of the houses already provided 
by local authorities have been used for 
the purpose, and conjoint schemes of slum 
clearance and rehousing are in progress in 
many places. We are gratified by the 
Minister’s good tidings, and offer our con- 
gratulations to the various responsible 
agencies—the the local 
authorities, public utility societies and 
private builders. At the same time, we 
would urge them to regard haste as only 
one of many necessary considerations.

Careless and casual building will solve 
the housing problem for a few years—but 
only for a few years. The real need is 
that every new subarb or colony—indeed, 
every new house—shall form an element 
in a preconceived plan ; for only thus can 
the schemes be successful and money be 
used to the best advantage. It is not 
helpful to tear down a clump of slum 
dwellings and_re-erect a block of flats in 
such a position that it manifestly must 
be a serious obstacle to traffic communi- 
cations in the future. Still less desirable 
is if to cover acres of ground with houses 
which will offend the eye of our more 
tasteful descendants and will be pulled 
down in, perhaps, twenty years’ time. In 
a word, the rehousing of the Free State 
ought to be planned The authorisation 
exists already in the form of the Town 
and Regional Planning Act, and, while 
that Act is ready to hand, the country will 
be foolish to neglect its many benefits. 
Saorstát HKireann must decide at once 
whether she will build carelessly and at 
random, unbeautifully and for a few years, 
or with care and counsel, beautifully and 
for a long future.

St. Paul's 


The whirligig of time has brought in its 
revenges on Sir Christopher Wren. After 
the Great Fire, London offered a magnifi- 
cent opportunity to the architect; for 
almost all the centre had been destroyed 
and had to be built anew. Wren’s plan 
provided for a city of wide and ordered 
streets, dominated in the east by the great 
Cathedral which was to take the place of 
old St. Paul's - The opportunity, how- 
ever, was missed. The streets of the new 
London were as narrow and twisted as 
those of the old, and the twentieth century 
now is wondering why there are so many 
traffic problems. St. Paul's is the only 
remaining relic of Wren’s plan—some of 
the beauty of his conception is still alive, 
though none of the utility. Even that 
beauty, however, is likely to vanish. The 
Cathedral itself has been threatened nore 
than once by the traffic and by modern 
buildings nearby, whose foundations have 
tended to undermine those of the 
Cathedral. Those perils have been averted, 
and Londoners, perhaps, will be laughed 
at if they complain that other develop- 
ments are spoiling the view. A sall 
minority has taken up the question, point. 
ing out that St. Paul’s is being gradually 
enclosed by high office buildings, which in 
time will hide it completely. No doubt, 
its arguments will count for little ; for the 
needs of modern commercialism, which in 
Dublin have succeeded in hiding the 
Customs House, are not likely to be any 
less pressing in London. Already, Wren’s 
other city churches have been shouldered 
out of sight by offices and shops, and the 
procedure is likely to continue. Still, there 
is a hope that future years will readjust 
the balance. We have come to realise that 
haphazard building must not be tolerated 
if it makes our cities inconvenient ; and in 


time we may even forbid it if it makes 
them ugly.

the Consulate-General of Spain, Dublin, June 
21st, 1934 :— : 
Sin,—Il have the honour to communicate 
to Your Excellency the draft commercial 
arrangement with the three annexes thereto, 
adopted as a result of the negotiations at 
Madrid, betweeen the Spanish Government 
and the delegate of the Government of the 
Irish Free State, which I have just received 
from the Government of the Republic. 


TEXT OF DRAFT 


The jiteral text of this draft commercial 
arrangement between the two Governments 
is as follows :— 

(1) The Spanish Government will grant to 
Ireland a quota of 11,000 metric quintals of 
egys for the year 1954. From this quota 
shall be deducted the 486 metric quintals of 
lrish eggs imported during the first quarter 
of this year. Every subsequent importation 
made under this quota, except those which 
will have taken place before the receipt by 
the Government of the form to which refer- 
ence is made hereunder, will be subject to 
the production of a certificate of origin, vised 
by the Department of Agriculture of the Irish 
Free State, a model of which visa shall be 
submitted as soon as possible to the Spanish 
Government, and instructions to this effect 
shall be given immediately to the Spanish 
Customs authorities. 

(2) If before the 3lst March, 1935, a new 
arrangement has not been made between Spain 
and Treland, the Spanish Government will ac- 
cord to Ireland for the first three months of 
the year 1955 a quota of 2,750 metric quin- 
tals of eggs, the import of which will be 
sioject. to the production of certificates of 
stiFe, vised as prescribed in the preceding 
articie, 

(á) The Spanish Government will give in- 
structions so that the Spanish importers will 
be able to obtain the necessary foreign ex- 
change for the payment of their purchases 
of Irish goods, under conditions similar to 
those which apply to other countries enjoy- 
ing most-favoured-nation treatment. 

(4) The Irish Government undertakes to 
take all the necessary measures for the pur- 
pose of preventing in its territory during 
the duration of this arrangement the wrong- 
jul use of geographical appellations or origin 
of wines produced in, and exported from, 
Spain, the names of which appear in Annex 
No. 1, attached hereto, and the importation 
of which shall be subject to the production 
of certificates of origin delivered by the com- 
petent Spanish authorities.

ANALYSIS 
FEWER WORKING 
HOURS’ PROBLEM 


———— 
HE most important of all problems 
I confronting the Governments and 


. peoples of all countries was the -exist- 
ence of wides unemployment, said Mr. 
Sean Lemass, Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce, speaking last night on -the subject 
of: “ The reduction of hours of work as a 
solution of unemployment,” at the Town 
Hall. Rathmines, to a meeting under the 
auspices of the City of Dubhn Vocational 
Education Committee. oe 

In the light of the experience of the last 
five years, said Mr. Lemass, they were forced 
to conclude that unemployment to the extent 
it now existed in most countries could not 
be atiributed to any mere cyclical fluctuation 
in economic conditions. Nor was it of any 
avail to lay the blame for failure to find a 
remedy solely at the doors of Governments 
which had resorted to economic nationalism 
and imposed restrictions on international 
trade. A more realistic view of the unem- 
ployment problem was now being accepted 
as a consequence of new 
economic developments, which affected ll 
countries equally, which were permanent in 
character, and which were not subject, to 
any great extent, to Government control.

Tn 1032 8 preparatory conference of States 

rí of the International Labour mam 
was held at Geneva, and from it a repo! 
was: submitted to the Seventeenth Session ot 
the International Labour Conference in 
Rome in 1933, which decided that the ques- 
tion of hours in relation to work was a suit- 
able one for an International Convention, and 
directed that the matter should be placed 
on the agenda for the 1934 Conference. A 
draft convention was submitted for adop- 
tion to the 1934 Conference, but failed to 
secure the necessary majority. The matter 
would arise, however, at the 1955 Confer- 
ence in a somewhat different form. 


PRODUCTION COSTS 


As against the views expressed and the 
policy adopted by the United States, there 
were others who contended that a general 
reduction in hours of work would not de- 
crease unemployment, and might operate to 
increase it. They argued that reduction of 
hours involved all round increase in the costs 
of production. 

When the draft was submitted to the 
Geneva Conference for fhe reduction of hours 
the Irish Free State delegates voted for its 
adoption, not because they believed it would 
be a universal cure for unemployment, or 

that it could easily be put into effect, but 
| in the conviction that many of the objections 
would be substantially diminished if the 
various States were to agree to adhere 
jointly to the new regulations and apply 
them scrupulously: that it would be effec- 
tive in increasing employment, as various 
factors would operate to prevent prices rising 
to such an extent as to offset the increased 
purchasing power created ; that, in any event, 
the time was opportune to endeavour to 
secure for the workers a share in the benefits 
of increased technical efficiency in the form 
of greater leisure without reduction of earn- 


ih 

e Free State vote at Geneva was based, 
among other considerations, cn the belief 
that a anent rise in prices was not an 
inevitable consequence of the reduction of 
hours; and, if this. belief were well-founded, 
it was possible for this, or any country, to 
effect such reduction, without impairing its 
ability. to maintain its exports, The risk that 
such a rise in prjces might occur was, how- 
ever, sufficiently real to justify them in pro- 
ceeding with great caution, and, if it be 
decided to experiment with shorter hours, to 
make the change, industry by industry, 
selecting those industries to commence with 
where an adverse reaction on prices would 
not have general repercussions, and in which 
existing equipment was not fully employed. 
The difficulties that would arise from such a 
policy were immense, and it would be foolish 
to ignore them. 


MAIN INDUSTRY 


Their main industry was agriculture, which 
was a seasonal industry, and operated mainly 
by small farmers working on their own 
account, A reduction of hours of work could 
not be attempted, because it would be im- 
practicable, and. in any event, impossible to 
enforce: one-haif of their population, there- 
fore, would be unable to benefit by the 
change, and there would be a further develop- 
ment of the undesirable tendency for skilled 
agricultural workers to drift into towns where 
they became in the main unskilled casual 
labourers. In many of the newer industries 
there was a shortage of skilled workers, and 
an immediate increase in employment result- 
ing from shorter hours could not, therefore, 
he effected. Reduction of hours in the build- 
ing trade might merely result in reduced out- 
put of houses. 

In some industries existing productive 
capacity was fully employed, and 1eduction 
of hours would :nvulve reduced production 
and increased imports until new machinery 
had been installed or new factories built. 

He wanted in pointing out these objections 
to make it clear that they must not hope 
to secure a permanent solution of wnemploy- 
ment alone by the reduction of working hours 
alone. 

There was, said Mr. Lemass, another 
method by which improvements in the tech- 
nique of production could be utilised to -deal 
with unemployment as well as by the :<duc- 
tion of working hours. If in consequence of 
such improvements mankind’s ability to 
supply its needs with a lesser expenditure of 
human energy permitted them to reduce the 
amount of labour requi from each indivi- 
dual, should they not also. avail themselves 
of them to release from the necessity of 
working those whose age or physique made 
them unfitted to perform it? In fact, there 
were people who maintained that the whole 
of the benefit of these improvements in pro- 
duction should be secuted not by. reducing 
working hours of the young and able-bodied, 
but by taking out of the labour market those 
who were too young or too old, or who for 
physical reasons were unsuited to stand the 
strain; by securing livelihoods for such 
persons without compelling them to work. 
Reckoned in terms of money the cost of an 
adequate programme of that nature would be 
very great, and few nations would care to 
face the budgetary provisions that would be 
required. It was in very few countries, and 
certainly not yet in the Irish Free State, that 
the volume of production would be capable 
of supporting as comprehensive a programme 
of that description as enlightened public 
opinion would be prepared to contemplate. 


SOCIAL SERVICES 


Concluding, the Minister said that there 
were many exag ideas current as to 
the extent that it was possible for them to 
go in for the development of social services, 
or in raising the general standard of living, 
or even in providing for those temporarily 
unable to find a place in their industrial 
organisation.

ORGANISED LABOUR 


Senator Michael Duffy proposed a vote of 
thanks to Mr. ass, and said that 
organised labour had for long agitated for 

uction.of working hours in the interests 
of the unemployed. It had been successful 
to some extent, and to-day workers were en- 
gaged ‘much shorter hours than was formerly 
the case, ‘They in the Labour movement did 
not believe that a reduction in the hours of 
labour would alone result in a reduction of 
unemployment. 

In ‘the: Free State they had more arable 
land per head than any country in Europe, 
and yet they found the land was not de- 
veloped. to anything like the extent it was 
in any other country in Europe. 

He must pay a tribute to the Government, 
and to Mr, Lemass in’ particular, for the 
efforts ‘they had made to assist the un- 
developed industries of this country. 

The President of the Dublin Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. Edgar’ Anderson, M.A., 
B.A.1., seconded the motion, and said that, 
if they considered the question from a 
national point of view only, then it was a 
question of fixing the hours of employment in 
a country to suit the conditions of that 
country. In many. trades in the Irish Free 
State at the present time there was little 
unemployment, or even a shortage of skilled 
workers. To reduce the hours of employment 
would either decrease production or neces- 
sitate the importation of foreign labour, If 
industrial’ unemployment in the Irish Free 
State was less than it was in other countries, 
and they were short of skilled workers, he 
did not think that they were in a position 
to advocate the reduction of hours of work 
if they were not prepared to implement an 
international. agreement by accepting as em- 
ployés in nationals of other countries. 


THE REAL PROBLEM 


It was possible. to avoid international 
competition by a tariff barrier. Then the 
real problem was—unot to find work for the 
unemployed, but te find eceaomic employ- 
ment, the result of which would ‘not react 
in a damaging way upon both the workers 
and the country. “The technical difficulties 
of establishing a ‘forty-hour week might be 
capable of being overcome, but one vital 
question was: ‘Are the workers whc:e 
labour will be reduced prepared to accept 
pro rata reduction in their pay in order to 
create work for their unempioyed brethren ?’’ 
If they were not prepare. fo do so, but 
insist upon 48 hours’ pay for 40 hours’ work, 
the move might defeat itself by increasing 
the cost of production. and thereby reduce 
the demand: for the product. The final posi- 
tion mibht be increased unemployment and 
higher cost’ of living He thought that he 
was correct in stating that the bulk of the 
unemployed in this country were not skilled 
artisans. Therefore, personally, he thought 
that it would be a safer policy to absorb thé 
unemployed by providing work of a national 
character, such as re-mak'ing and improve- 
ment of their roads, and the draining and 
reclaiming of Jand. 

Concluding, Mr. Anderson asked did not 
the solution of unemployment lie in a loval 
co-operation between employer and employé 
in an honest endeavour to produce an aiticle 
at a price that would command a market 
und create an imereased demand, with the 
consequent absorption of the unemployed? 

Mr. J. L. Hughes, Chairman of the Rath- 
mines Development Association. having sup- 
ported the motion, it was carried . with 
acclamation.

CHEQUES RETURNED TO 
PAYERS

In the House of Commons yesterday, Mr. 
C. F. Pike (Conservative) asked. the Post- 
master-General whether payments made by 
cheque for tickets in, the Irish Free State 
Hospitals’ Sweepstakes were being confis- 
cated; whether, in fact, such payments had 
yet been confiscated, and, if so, whether they 
wete returned to the payer or destroyed 

Sir Kingsley Woed = replied that - such 
cheques were returned to the senders. The 
only power of confiscation of money in this 
et was under’ Section 35 of the Betting 
and Lotteries Act, 1934. 

Mr. Pike suggested that it was an anomaly 
that persons able to sign a cheque should 
have different treatment to those who were 
not, but Sir Kingsley Wood said that that 
was not a matter for him. 


A CIRCULAR 

Mr. Pike asked the Home Secretary if he 
was aware that past subscribers to the Irish 
Free State Hospitals Sweepstakes had heen 
circularised by the promoters, to the effect 
that the Betting and Lotteries Act did not 
apply to syndicates or clubs; that tickets 
might be applied for and received up to any 
number desired, and what action was in- 
tended im respect of tickets or counterfoils 
despatched to syndicates or clubs established 
in Great Britain, pursuant to the provisions 
of this circular? 

Sir John Gilmour—As I have frequently 
explained, the use of the post cannot be 
allowed for the transmission of lottery 
matter, but it would not be in the public 
interest to make any detailed rtatement of 
the measures being taken by the authorities 
for the purpose of preventing the distribution 
in this country of tickets for the Irish 
sweepstake. 

Mr. Pike—is the Home Secretary ware 
that last night in the City of Belfast, £25,000 
worth of tickets was held up pending instruc- 
tions from London, and they were !ater 
released on the ground that they had ro 
power whatever to hold them, and can he 
make a statement on that? 

Sir John Gilmour—Not without notica. 

Mr. Isaac Foot (Liberal)—Could not some 
step be taken to bring home to the governing 
authorities in the Irish Free State the desira- 
bility of taking steps to prevent the infraction 
of the law in a neighbouring country! 

Mr. Pike asked whether, in view of the 
fact that the circular was a direct incitement 
to. people: in: Great Britain to break the law, 
the Home Secretary would make it more plain 
that the circular was false and that people 
would be well advised to take no notice of it. 

Sir John Gilmour having replied that he 
hoped the attention now drawn to the matter 
would be sufficient, Mr. Pike said that he 
would raise the matter again,

ACK NOTYRE, alias Toni Mancini, gave 
a dramatic description of finding the 
‘body of Violet Saunders dead on the 

ed ‘in their ‘flat, and hiding it in a cup- 

board and later in a trunk when he gave 
evidence in Mis own defence at Sussex 
Assizes at Lewes yesterday. i 

He was in the witness box for three and 
a half hours, and, at the conclusion of his 
evidence, the hearing was further adjourned. 

Notyre said that when he discovered the 
woman on the bed, he felt her heart and 
found that it did not beat. 

‘* How did that affect your mind?’’ asked 
his counsel, Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C. “I 
was crazy, my lord,’’ he said turning to Mr. 
Justice Branson. He added that he put the 
body in the cupboard and later transferred it 
to the trunk. He did not go to the’ police, 
because he considered that “a man whe has 
‘been convicted never gets a fair and square 
deal from the police.” 


ATTACKED WITH RAZOR 


After referring to the opinion that he had 
always had, that Miss Kaye was “ in fear of 
some man or men,”’ Notyre said (in the last 
stage of his cross-examination) that when he 
and the woman were walking along the front 
together “a young man came across and 
slashed my face with a razor-blade and tried 
to slash her’s. Of course, L knocked*him out. 
He got up and ran.” Notyre said also that 
he went to the police and told: them that he 
was heing blackmailed, and asked for. protec- 
tion from two young men, but was told that 
unless he could prove they were blackmailing 
him the police could do nothing. 

Asked by Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., 
about his relations with Violette Kaye, 
Notyre said: ‘‘ Strange as it is, sir, I used 
to love her.” 

On Monday, May 14, Notyre said, he was 
afraid to se the cupboard door, where he 
eat the body, but he eventually did so, and 
le then placed the body in a trunk. “I 
thought the police would say, ‘ You must 
be the man; you have been living with her; 
you a convicted man and you found her,’ ”’ 
pore Notyre, “so I decided that the 
only course was to keep it a secret until I 
SEE; if possible, find out what had killed 
me 3 

Mr. J. D. Cassels, for the Crown, cross- 
examined Notyre closely. 


“TRUSTED IN GOD” 


“I know that some day this matter must 
come out,” Notyre declared, ‘‘ but I trusted 
in God, I do now.” -Notyre said that he 
was not a boaster. One witness, he said, 
was a deliberate and malicious liar. He also 
said that during the police inquiries into 
“ Trunk No. 1” case he was afraid that they 
would go to his home and find “ what he had 
hidden so long.” 

Mr. Cassels—Were ‘you anxious to avoid the 
police for a real reason ?—No. 

Were you not destroying useful evidence in 
disturbing the body and clearing the traces ?— 
I did not think of that. 

You were determined no eyes should ever 
see that body again if you could help t?— 
I knew one day it must come out. 

You intended to disappear yourself ? 
I trusted in God, as | do now. 

Replying to another question Notyr® said: 
Nobody could. understand my position unless 
they themselves had been under suspicion 
by the police.” 

He’ denied that he»pressed or crushed the 
body into the trunk, “' 1 just placed her in,”’ 
he said, “ just as she was in the cupboard.” 
The first lie he told, he said, was in the 
telegram to the woman’s sister saying that 
Violet had a good job, and was going abroad. 
He agreed he was filled with anxiety to 
get to fresh iodgings and not leave the body 
in Park Crescent, Brighton. He also agreed 
that he had told various people that Violette 
Kaye had gene to Paris, but it was nntrue

that he told Joyce “Golding -he received. a 
letter from “Violette. He thought her evi- 
dence, and that of Miss ordon, was 


“beeauge the police had told them to say 
thitigs and because of their own imagina- 
tion.” 

Mr. Cassels asked if Notyre was not afraid 
he would be arrested when he made a state- 
ment to the police on July. 14. 

He replied: “ [ was afraid that the officers 
who were going to every house would go to 
mine and discover what 1 had ‘hidden so 
long.” He denied that he gave the police a 
wrong address. He was asked only where he 
was employed, and not his address. 

Mr. Cassels—Were you not feeling you were 

ursued by everybody and wanted a friend ?— 
i had plenty of life-long friends who would 
have helped me if I wanted it. 


PRISONER’S BROTHER 


Asked again why he had not told the police 
Notyre replied: “ I did not know whether my 
brother had been there and killed her. I did 
not know who killed her, if she had been 
killed.” 

So you add vour brother to the possibili- 
ties? commented counsel, 

1 did not know then whether he had been 

there or not, replied Notyre. I knew after- 
wards he had not been there. 
' Mr. Norman Birkett, K.C., announced that 
the prisener’s mother would give evidence. 
Mancini’s real name, he said, was Cecil Lois 
England. 

In an address to the jury, counsel sub- 
mitted tnat the Crown had failed to show 
beyond all reasonable doubt that. the 
Ean was guilty. He quoted Omar's 
ines: ' The moving finger writes,” etc., 
and told the jury that once on the road of 
folly—concealing the body—Notyre could not 
turn back. ' But,” remarked connsel, “' you 
don't convict a man of murder because he 
tells lies.’’ 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day.

A basket of apples occupied a conspicuots 
place on the front Opposition Bench, and, 
before calling upon Mr. Healy to move his 
motion, the Speaker said that anything 
brought into the House formed the per- 
quisites of Mr, Speaker. (Hear, hear, and 
laughter.) 

Mr, Healy said that, unfortunately, the 
motion was not a new one. This grievance 
had no relation to politics, and it was, there- 
fore, unique in that House. The persons who 
eomplained were potential supporters of the 
Government, 

When the matter was before the House in 
1931 letters were quoted from buying agents 
in Great Britain stating that’ they were ,er- 
fectly satisfied with the quality and packing 
of the Armagh apples. There were ~.300 
acres under apples in Northern Ireland, and 
of these 5,400 acres were in County Armagh. 

Formerly 15,000 tons of apples were ex- 
ported from Northern Ireland, but for the 
eleven months this year Only 1,690 tons were 
exported. With the larger area under apples 
now the exports should be at least 30,000 
tons.

The de- 
crease in shipments to Great Britain this 
year was due to natural causes. .It was 
said that apples were lying rotting under 
the. trees, but exactly the same state of 
affairs existed in England. 

The Prime Minister

without ‘the..Apple. Act, there wonld be no 
sale now for Northern Ireland apples on the 


British market. ‘There was intense competi- 
tion, not only in regard to apples, but

Ulster did not keep in step in that direction, 
or slightly ahead, they would get out of the 
market.. The Government was most anxious 
that peace and harmony should exist in 
these areas.

and this bill was the -first concrete proposal 
to liquidate the problem, He could not 
understand why the Government had not 
brought in the bill before. The bill had 
nothing to do with the reports of the Com- 
missioners, whose recommendations, if carried 
Out, would involve an expenditure of hun- 
dreds’ of .millions. Nor had the bill any 
relation to ‘unemployment, whith was costing 
the country a hundred millions a year, taking 
everything into account. The new Commis- 
sioners were being sent on their apostolic 
mission, not without purse and scrip, ut 
pretty near it—first, with a little petty cash 
to deal with a problem costing one hundred 
millions a year. It looked to him as if this 
bill represented the last effort of the Govern- 
ment to deal with the unemployed, since the 
discussion on the India Bill would take up 
the bulk of the time of the House next year. 
If the whole of the two millions was spent 
on gana. people on the land they could not 
settle more than about 3,000. e Govern- 
ment had no comprehension of the realities. 
They did not seem to understand that some- 
thing catastrophic had happened in the 
economic system of the whole world. They 
thought it was the usual trade depression 
in a somewhat aggravated form. but the 
whole structure had been over-strained, and 
was in-danger of collapsing, in every country. 
Instead of trying to patch up the old machine, 
the Government had got think out the pra, 
blem anew, exactly as America was doing. 


TWO POLICIES 


The resources of the, country were .y no 
means developed te the full, and those of the 
Empire’-were barely scratched. We bought 
£300,000,000 worth ‘of produce from other 
lands, which we could produce at home if 
the Governmert created conditions in which 
it could be done. Then there was room for 
improvement in the housing conditions, in 
tran$port, and in electricity supply. 

There were two icies, 
policy of restoring. credit, 
easy morey, and protecting the home 
market; and there was the old policy 
of “wait and see.” Of course, matters could 
be eked out with subsidies, but that was no 
policv. The tens of millions spent on subsidies

would provide a loan’ for developing 
the resources of the country and the 
Empire with far bigger results. At present 


the money was planted’ in the desert sands. 
The whole machinery of wealth production 
and wealth distribution had broken down, 
and it had to be reconsidered. When a sys- 
tem could not adequately feed, clothe, house, 
or even provide employment for the large 
proportion of the workers of the country. 
then it imperatively demanded a thorough 
overhaul. 

Lord Eustace Percy (Conservative) ‘said 
that the problem of the depressed areas could 
not be solved in the depressed areas them- 
selves. He considered that the Government 
had committed a political and almost a fatal 
mistake in: launching this little bit of policy 
as if it was all thev had, and in not launching 
out on a general policy. 

Mr. George Lansbury (Leader of the Oppo- 
sition) said that he and his party would vote 
against the bill, because it was such a miser- 
able affair, and could have no practical effect 
on the problem of the depressed areas. If 
the Government were to tackle this. poverty 
question it must be done in the same spirit in 
which we tackled the war. 

Mr. Oliver Stanley (Minister of Labour) . 
replying to the debate, said that dull, stúpid 
and “timid the Government might be, but 
they had restored a large proportion of the 
‘‘ cuts ’’ imposed in harder times, and the 
income of the working classes had increased 
by about £50,000,000 in the last twelve months 
or so. He agreed that the bill was small, 
and could not afford a complete solution of 
the unemployment problem; but he believed 
that its effects would be more far-reaching 
than the Opposition gave it credit for.

|HUMAN ‘FOOT MADE 


WITH WIRE AND STEEL 


A man’s foot, terribly crushed in a motor 
accident, has been ‘“‘re-made’’ by Sydney 
surgeons with the aid ot stainless steel wires 
and plaster, writes Reuter. The man, whose 
name is Christophersen, was taken to Bellm- 
gen District Hospital, New South Wales, 
after the accident, and the foot was so badly 
injured that it seemed it would have to be 
amputated. 

The surgeons thought, however, there was 
just a chance they could save it—and they 
got to work with stainless steel wires and 

laster. The plaster, incorporating a wire 
hais was applied t» the leg and foot. The 
foot was made insensitive by a local 
anesthetic, and pieces of stainless steel wire 
were then passed through the flesh at the end 
of the toes and loops formed. By means of 
these loops a strong pul! was exerted on the 
Fracturéd bones of ihe foot, and they were 

radually pulled into the correct position. 
he loops. were then tied to the wire frame, 
holding the foot in its new shape, and the 
wires remained in position for three weeks. 
All but that in the big toe have now been 


removed. 


The bones in the foot have united well 
and a ‘skin grafting operation has ! een suc- 
cessfully carried out. The patient felt little 
discomfort from the presence of the wires In 
his foot. The muscles of the foot have

Portuguese monarchists are preparing a 
‘pilgrimage ” to Alcacer-Kibir, in Morocco, 
where they intend to stage a mass demonstra- 
tion of loyalty to their “King,” writes 
Revter’s lisbon correspondent. 

They will be addressed by the Pretender, 
Don Duarte Nuno, the 27-vear-old Duke of 
Braganza. ‘The royalists will camp on the 
historic battlefield of Alcacer-Kibir, where 
King Sebastian of Portugal was killed in 
1580. They will march past the Duke, and it 
is stated that a Roman Catholic Bishop will 
celebrate a camp Mass. ‘The date of the de- 
monstration is being kept a close’ secret. 

The young Duke of Braganza was educated 
in Austria. and is a Master of Agriculture 
Sciences. He is the great-grandson of the 
Absolutist King Miguel, who was banished 
by Pedro IV. (Emperor of Brazil and King 
of Portugal), with the aid of the British. 
Pedro IV. set up a constitutional régime, 
Aiter the death of King Manuel II. in Eng- 
latid beth Constitutional and Absolutist 
Rovalists chose the Duke of Braganza as

Seasonal factors are clearly responsible for 
the important changes in the Bank of England 
return this week. The active note circulation 
shows another large increase, being no less 
than £7,774,009 higher on the week at the 
new record figure of £695,221,528. . This 
figure shows an advance of £11,529.895 over 
that for the corresponding week of 1935. The 
note exyansion during the same week of last 
vear amounted to a little over £7,000,000. 

In the absence of gold movements during 
the week the Bank’s reserve has suffered a 
corresponding loss, and is £7,745.7735 lower 
than a week ago at £59,515,607. At the same 
time last year the Bank’s reserve was stand- 
ing at a little under £70.000,000. 

Changes in the deposit items in the banking 
department are generally small. Bankers’ 
deposits, hcwever, have declined as a result 
of the expansion of the note issue. standing 
£5,549 427 lower on the week. The credit 
base of the Bank is actually rather larger, 
both Government and other securities being 
roughly £1,000.0€0 higher in each case. 

The net declinz in the deposit items has not 
been sufficient to offset the heavy loss to the 
reserve, and the proportion of that item to 
liabilities has fallen by no less than 3.6 per 
cent to 40.1 per ceut., compared with 47.5 per 


cent. for the same week of last vear.
